WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY 


IN INTERNATIONAL TEST 


PARIS. Oct. 18.—Wireless telegraphy 


has enabled the French and American 
authorities to determine within the hun- 
dredth part-sif a second the difference In 
time between Paris and 'Washington, but 
experiments are still In'progress for the 
purpose of eliminating all errors. 


The French government has sent a. 


commission to Washington to renew 
jointly with the' American officers at 
Arlington the exchange of wireless sig- 
nals with the Eiffel tower. It is com- 
posed of Marshal Simonln, an astronomer 
of the observatory of Paris, Captain 
Carrier, of the Colonial Infantry, and 
Naval Ueutetnant 
Gignon. Professor 


Henri Abraham, of the Sorbonne, -sailed 
later to Join ths party, with the object 
of studying with photographic registra- 
tion wireless signals and experiments in 
the velocity in the propagation of wirelesa 
waves. Later in the year the first party 
(returns to Paris, and will be replaced by 
Elol Viennet. an astronomer ot the Ob- 
servatory of Paris, and P. Auyerny, an 
ensign of the navy, who have been work- 
ing in Uie Eiffel tower. 


The American Navy Department at the 


tame time wfl! send an astronomer from 
the Naval Observatory in Washington, 
and one or more officers, with the same 
object, to Paris. 


The officers of both navies will thus 


work first on one side and then on thej 
other, so as to eliminate as far as pos- 
sible the errors arising from the personal 
equation. The astronomical instruments 
used In the observations will also be em- 
ployed first on one side and then on the 
other to correct such slight variations as 
may be due to mechanical imperfection.

the week In attendance upon 
the 


annual meeting of the Western Ad- 
visory Board of the Associated Press. 


HEARD OF ELECTION. 


He arrived at the St. Francis on 


Monday night, and on Tuesday morn- 
Ing learned that a "primary election" 
was to take place on that day, Sep- 
tember 30,. and that every saloon In 
the city would be closed from seven 
in the morning until seven at night 
while the polls were open. 


The editor promptly Inquired Into 


the situation—expressing great sur- 
prise at the Important fact—not only 
ES being absolutely new to him but 
in complete contradiction to a portion 
of the editorial.

Bull Moose Legislature, choeen in 
1912, and which adjourned at Sacra- 
meiitu ui tne eariy summer, enacted 
laws controlling the sale of llqulr la 
the following manner: 


(1) That all saloons sJtall be closed 


in San Francisco and cities of the 
first class at two o'clock In the mom- 
Ing and remain closed until six o'clock 
next day. 


(2) That all saloons ihatl be clewed 


on every election .day, no matter when 
occurlnc or what the character—re- 
maining closed from the 'Opening of 
the poUt in Wi« morning at (even . 


which happened to be this very pri- 
mary election day, and hence thosa 
places were deprived of the oppor- 
tunity of tie sale of liquors during 
the last day of their existence. 


The several incidents—the editorial 


—the last day of the Barbary Coast 
and the holding of the primary elec- 
tion, and the presence of the editor 
himself In San Francisco—made the 
situation rather remarkable.

Therefore, in addition to the words 


of praise which the editorial expressed 
In behalf of the action of the Police 
•Commission In closing the Barbary 
Coast. It may be added that nt !a?t 
California has enacted a law limiting 
the sale of liquors to some extant. 
and is entitled to credit therefor. 


The next Legislature should amend 


this law so as to make the closing 
at midnight, or at furthest not later 
than one o'clock In the morning, all 
day Sunday, and every election day, 
without reference to when elections 
may take place. 


In addition there should be added 


the local option clauses just as local 
option has been adopted in Oregon 
and 
"Washington—thus 
permitting 


any community, a majority of which 
does not desire the presence of a 
saloon, to prevent the existence of 
the same by a formal vote.

It will probably be for- 
warded to Washington tomor- 
row, 


Mrs. 
Pankhurst was ordered de- 


ported today within two hours of her 
arrival in this country. 


Arriving here on the French liner 


La Provence, she' was Hurried to El- 
lis Island the moment she landed, 
and within two hour? th» board o? 
special Inquiry, which questioned her, 
had decided that she could not enter 
this country. 


The board, after an extended con- 


ference. came to the conclusion that 
Mrs. Pankhurst's Imprisonment and 
cirmes of which she was convicted in 
England constituted moral turpitude 
and would therefore cause her to be 
barred out as undesirable. • 


Mrs. 
Pankhurst has been assigned to

President Castro of Venezuela, and 
more recently by Miss Marie Lloyd, 
the English music hall singer.

A'KW XOKK, Oct. is.—"I sup- 


pose you know that the anti-woman 
suffragists have accused yon ol 
coming to the United States in or- 
der to stir American women to 
violence and disorder. 
Would you 


mind giving a plain statement of 
the object of your visit?" I asked 
Sirs. Pankhurst. 
"I certainly have no idea of In- 


citing violence In American wom- 
en." she replied. "Fortunately for 
them, they have no nc«! to resort 
to violence. Their suffrage move- 
ment seems to he proceeding suc- 
cessfully alotis oi-derly, cousum- 
tional lines. 
"In England the situation is, un- 


happily quite different. 


'•The object of my visit Is two- 


fold. In the first place, I want to 
bring the militant movement up to 
date. 
I think the majority of the 


American women understand up to 
a certain point. They understand 
why it was necessary for us to in- 
terrupt meetings at which Cabinet 
Ministers were speaking, because in 
no other way could we obtain a 
heaiing, because, unless we did 
things of that sort, the newspapers 
refused to give publicity to our 
cause. 


AMERICAN SYMPATHIZERS. 
"American 
women understand" 


and sympathize with our deputa- 
tions to the leaders In the House 
of Commons; with our opposition to 
Government 
candidates at bye- 
elections, with our demonstrations, 
our pageants anji processions. 


"What I fear they do not under- 


stand is the logical progression of 
our war on the government as ex- 
pressed in destruction of property; 
o»ir defiance of tbe poTirt"? ™rt& our 
refusal to accept prison sentences 
for offenses we never denied com- 
mitting. 
"I shall try to make them under- 


stand; at any rate, I shall present 
our side of the matter. 


"You see." said the suffragette 
leader, "when the entire press Is in 
the hands of the opposition, it is 
not to be expected that the wom- 
en's side will be fairly reported, is 
It? As a-matter of fact, the Eng- 
lish press ignores us jnst as much 
as it can. It steadily and consist- 
ently misrepresents us and very fre- 
quently it prints deliberate false- 
hoods about us. 


WAR AGAIXST WOMEX. 


•"Half the so-called bomb out- 


rages attributed to the suffragettes 
never had existence at all outside 
the imagination of reporters. How- 
ever, it is not my object to deny 
any accusations of this kind- What 
I desire to make clear is the fact 
that war is being waged, not only 
by women against the goTernment, 
but by the whole machinery of 
government, parliament, the courts, 
the police and the secret service 
against women. 
"I want the American people to

PARIS, Oct 18—"A terrible revo- 


lution which might well prove one of 
the worst upheavals humanitv hat 
ever known, menaces the Russian em- 
pire if the Czar's government persists 
Jn its present policy " In these words 
Jean Finot the eminent French phil- 
osopher and leading authority on Rus- 
sian questions, whereof he has made 
a life-long study, sums up the present

CROSS IN HIS GARDENS 


|AN FRANCISCO, Oct. 18.— 


Luther Burbank, commonly 
known as the plant wizard 
and whom history will rank 


great men of California, is 
an imposing figure at the 
Land Show and Home In- 
dustry Exhibition 
in this 


city. Several new cherries 
and plums are among the 
latest of this man's wonder- 


ful array of plant and fruit creations. He has been 
in the State since 1875. In Massachusetts, before 
coming here, he developed the famous Burbank 
potato by elimination and selection. 
Between the 


former and the latter additions to the food supply 
of the people, Burbank has done a most wonderful 
v.'ork and at 63 years of age is hopeful and optimis- 
tic about the many plans for new discoveries he has 
in mind. Since he voluntarily relinquished his rela- 
tions with the Carnegie Foundation fund and made 
a new arrangement with a California company, he 
has had more time to devote to his investigations 
and discoveries, and, from all reports, is more con- 
tented and satisfied. The latter company through 
purchase, or some equivalent deal, attends alto- 
gether to the commercial end of his great business 
:n the handling of his fruit, flower and plant discov- 
eries. 


Although he has given perfume to flowers which 


did not possess it and changed the odor of others. 
ghen food for stock in the spineless cactus and 
whatnot, it is in his labors of giving food for man 
that Burbank'^ fame will always rest. And perhaps 
ere long he will add to this fame by making commer- 
ciallv possible the seedless apple and downless peach. 
In view of all the good he has done, it seems purely 
academic to comment on him as a hybridizer and 
distinguish between that role and the one of plant 
genealogist as some of the world's most noted botan- 
ists did recently among themselves while on a visit 
here. 
Busch Built Own Banbury Cross 


Busch, the St. Louis brewery magnate who died 


In Germany the other day. seldom visited this city 
but was often a winter tourist in Southern Cali- 
fornia. His beautiful home at Pasadena, with its 
sunken gardens, is one of the great attractions in 
that locality. He was probably the wealthiest regu- 
lar visitor the South had in many a year, in fact 
ever had, and his home and gardens there cost 
a gi'eat deal of money. Like a good many other 
^people. Busch thought the Scotch were the best

They get in this kind of material a 
hard, straight-grained wood needful for their pur- 
poses, paying all the way from $75 to S125 per 1000 
feet. Their last shipment of a lew months ago 
amounted to over forty carloads. 
Another "Dry Spot" on S. P. Map 


The number of "dry spots" for the "dining cars of 


the Southern Pacific Company has been increased 
by the addition of Maricopa county, Ariz.. A dry 
spot means a place where wines or liquors cannot 
be sold on trains. At times the dry spots consist of 
towns which are so close to intervening wet places 
that the company bars the sale of intoxicants for all 
of them as a precaution not to violate the anti-liquor 
law in the same general region. So many localities 
h""C *h;~ pr<^v"ti'vr> nf lirmor ?vnri a lot more have 
anti-cigar and cigarette laws that it is impossible 
for dining-car employes and Pullman porters to 
remember them. On this account and to constantly 
post employes as to their duty in this respect, the 
company has the prohibited places printed on the 
dining car wine list. The much-traveled passenger 
is, of course, familiar with these alcoholic or cigar 
or cigarette barren districts. So he he can lay in a 
supply and be prepared for the famine. 
But the 


unfamiliar traveler often has to do without a 
smoke. Perchance he also is compelled to resort to 
soft drinks or follow the example of Secretary of 
State Bryan and his grape juice. The experienced 
traveler knows no cigarettes are sold in Nevada, no 
cigars or cigarettes sold in Louisiana on Sunday, no 
cigars, cigarettes or tobacco sold to minors in this 
state and no cigarettes sold to minors in Washing- 
ton. Then he knows, or he, or any other passenger, 
can read on the wine card in the car: 


"No wines or liquors sold between Redlands 


Junction and Yuma, or between Dunsmuir and 
Igerna, or between California-Oregon State line and 
Barlow, Oi*e. 


"Or in Washington, Texas, Louisiana, Fresno 


county, Cal., or Stanislaus county, Cal. 


"Or on Sundays in New Mexico, Oregon or Los

Two administratrices of a depositor of the ill- 


fated and defunct California Safe Deposit and Trust 
Company, who sought by a suit to hold its last 
board of directors financially responsible for his 
losses, have,lost. Superior Judge Seawell has de- 
cided against them, holding that under the "law the 
individual directors cannot be made to pay the gen- { 
eral loss of deposits. Six millions and a half dol- 
lars were said to be at stake in this litigation. While ] 
an appeal may be taken to thxe Superior Court in j 
this case and while other depositors may be willing | 
to pay attorneys to gtait similar suits, capable law- !

Hotel Register Passe 


At the Palace, the management abolished the 


hotel register on the first of this month. The inno- 
vation, new here but not in the East and Europe, is 
looked upon even at this early date as a success by 
the management just as it has always been deemed 
a wise move at other places.

Studies High Cost of Opera 


In a Decent letter to a local friend, James D. 


Phelan, who has been in Europe for some time past, 
comments on the high hotel rates being charged on 
the other side.

American hostelries, especially those at popular 
summer resorts, are modest in room and meal prices 
as comnared with what he h?s encountered across 
the Atlantic this summer.

$6.50 in our money. But later on for the benefit of 
the general public, prices in American money for 
very good seats are placed at $1, $1.50 and $2. At 
all seasons the attendance at the opera is phenom- 
enal, and particularly at the prices for the general 
public. Phelan has studied this matter very closely 
and presumably will have on his return home some 
valuable suggestions to make about the price of 
seats for the proposed opera house here provided 
the plans for it are perfected in consonance with the 
recent Supreme Court decision anent a house of that 
character in the civic center.

So- does Zoeth S. Eldridge, who wrote "The 
Beginnings of San Francisco" and who was the man 
who produced "The March of Portola" at the first 
Portola celebration about four years ago. McGroarty 
is eternally lambasted by some people for several 
reasons.

about the Picot, the Vallejos, the Carillos and the 
Bandinis, old and foremost families of California. A 
lot of their descendants are still alive. 
General 


Vallejo is ancestor to a number of people in this bay 
region, some of them women and the wives of lead- 
ing professional and other citizens. Some of these 
husbands, who married descendants of Vallejo, paid 
a subscription price of $25 for McGroarty's history 
before it was published. In doing so it was part of 
the agreement that their names in signature should 
be inscribed as part of the appendix.

And he gives the Carillos, Juan 
Bandini, Ensign Macedonio Gonzales, Andres Pico 
and Captain Pablo de Portilla a bad name for treach- 
erous acts and cowardice in much of their acts and 
conduct. 


And about Eldridge as a historian. 
He says it is 


his purpose to brush away much of the romance 
about early California events and characters simply 
because it is untrue. So he proceeds among other 
things to call Kit Carson and Fremont murderers 
and styles the latter both a coward and devoid of 
truth. Then he finds the Bear Flag party was a 
band of drunken rowdies, one that hit the hand that 
fed them, one showing no trace of heroic virtue or 
even common bravery. Even of General John A. 
Sutter, he found him lacking in those eternal vir- 
tues of fidelity and honesty. 


But enough of this. The two authors are in many 


respects pronounced iconcolaats. Some accuse them 
Of " r.zrrc**' Or ™>«-«iH*>r) vipw and IflfVincr snthori- 
ties for their assertions or positions. 
In fact, the 


latter accusations causes the disputes.

Study of Orchid Is Interesting 


Oakes Ames, the botanist of Boston who has been 


in the city the past week, has devoted much time 
to the study, both scientific and historical of the 
orchid, and has written at various times on it Like 
other writers of the subject, Ames tells how it takes 
at least two years for the orchid plant to appear 
above the mould as a tiny leaf, half an inch in 
height. Then it does not acquire a growth of three 
inches for at least five years and after does not 
flower until it is twenty years old. As a rule, it 
blooms only once a year. I think he states that 
South America is known to contain numbers of 
these plants of exceptional beauty and that for over 
a hundred years scientists have known of the or- 
chids of Mexico and Central America. In the Pan- 
ama Canal Zone, this country has come into posses- 
sion of a rare field for the orchids. It is in the lat- 
ter region that two varieties found nowhere else 
can be obtained. They are generally krcy-n ?s the 
Santa Maria and Santa Esprite. 
Ames says that 


because of the attention being given that plant by 
the National Museum and the Smithsonian Institute 
at Washington the student of the orchid is receiving 
much help. Through a woman in Pomona during 
the past four years, the wife of the officers of the 
Isthmian Canal Commission, much information and 
light has been obtained about these plant products 
in that part of the world.
